There were no indications in the 
Guardian or elsewhere that the 
Republican presidential nominee 
would be overwhelmed by a rush 
of récruits for his crusade in 
Britain. 

“A TRIFLE JUMPY” 


“With so many explosive ele- 
ments in the world, Europeans are 
happy when their problems are ap- 
proached temperately,”’ the Guard- 
ian commented, adding, ‘‘Shell- 
shock has made us a trifle jumpy.” 

Expressing hope that the presi- 
dential candidate would ‘‘consider 
the effect of their oratory beyond 
American borders,’’ the pro-Labor 
Daily Mirror said Eisenhower 
was “almost out-MacArthuring 
MacArthur’”’ in an effort to attract 
yotes and had made a propaganda 
gift to the Soviet Union and Com- 
munist China.

We recognize the American Legion 
as a great patriotic organization and 
respect it for its services to veterans. 
We would be less than honest, however, 
if we did not express our disagreement 


with it and its leaders when we believe | 


them to be wrong. We do so in full 
knowledge that its individual members, 
too, often disagree on policies. 

In their zeal, American Legion 
leaders have sometimes lost sight of the 
basic principles of Americanism they so 
revere. They have sometimes led their 
membership down the road of partisan 
politics, which has no place in the coun- 
cils of an organization that professes to 
be nonpartisan. 

We refer specifically to two actions 
of the Legion in its national convention 
in New York City. 

First is the resolution attacking the 
American Civil Liberties Union, an or- 
ganization which has been praised for 
its work by such men as President Tru- 
man, Thomas E. Dewey and Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur. The ACLU is a group 
which fights for the rights of men ev- 
erywhere to free speech, fair trial and 
equality before the law. Its leadership 
is as far removed from communism as 
General MacArthur himself. 

Second is the speech by National 
Commander Donald Wilson, who, inci- 
dentally, has been a law partner in the 
firm of former Secretary of Defense 
Louis Johnson—himself a former na- 
tional commander. Commander Wilson 
charges that the United States has be- 
come an internationdl chump in its role 
of world leadership. 

“ ~ . 

The anti-Civil Liberties Union reso- 
lution may be interpreted as an indirect 
. slap at Governor Stevenson’s veto of the 
Broyles Bill passed by the Illinois Legis- 
lature at the insistence of the [Illinois 
Department of the Legion. The ACLU 
worked actively in Illinois against that 
measure. 

On the face of it, the Broyles Bull 
was deceptive and illusory. It called for 
the State of Illinois to set up “pro- 
cedures to insure the loyalty of candi- 
dates for public office and of public offi- 
cers and employees and providing for 
the enforcement of the provisions of said 
act.” 

In other words, it would have set up 
a Gestapo and thought-control system 
over the heads of all public employees 
in Illinois, making it possible to intimi- 
date and frighten them into becoming 
abject puppets and leaving the way 
open to harass and defeat any orderly 
functioning of state government. 

In a masterpiece of logic, Governor 
Stevenson issued with his veto of the 
bill a message that would have done 
credit to a justice of the Supreme Court. 
Although it is too long to reproduce 
here, a few pertinent sentences illus- 
trate the wisdom of his decision: 

“T know full well that this veto will 
be distorted and misunderstood, even as 
telling the truth of what I knew about 
the reputation of Alger Hiss was dis- 
torted and misunderstood. I know that 


> 


to veto this bill in this period of grave4 


anxiety will be unpopular with many. 
But I must, in good conscience, protest 
against any unnecessary suppression of 
our ancient rights as free men. More- 
over, we will win the contest of ideas 
that afflicts the world not by suppress- 
ing these rights, but by their triumph. 
We must not burn down the house to 
kill the rats... .” 

The Stevenson veto of the bill was 
based on greater motives than the bill 
itself and his expression of American 
ideals and principles was much clearer. 
We should be grateful for it.

As for Commander Wilson’s speech, 
‘that, too, is surprising. If the Ameri- 
can Legion leadership, which has played 
footsie with General MacArthur for the 
past few years, favors a world-wide 
armed crusade by the United States to 
end the menace of communism, let it be 
courageous enough to say so. Let it end 
these vague platitudinous criticisms of 
American and UN policy to achieve 
peace through patience and strength of 
the free world. Let it offer its alter- 
native. 


And lastly, let individual members © 


of the Legion examine more closely the 
proposals of its leaders and the political 
ambitions of those who would use them. 
The American public likes its politics 
straight, not these behind-the-scene 
deals that use an organization such as 
the great American Legion to further 
the political ambitions of anyone.

The Fulton County commission and 
the county board of health will meet 
Thursday to reach a decision on trans- 
ferring the state venereal diséase control 
center to Fulton County. 


A decrease in venereal disease in 
Georgia has made it neither feasible nor 
economical to operate the present center 
at Alto. It will be closed Oct. 1. The 
county in turn finds it expensive to 
operate a clinic for its own patients only. 


By a plan now under consideration, 
the county would furnish a site for a 
VD treatment center, the state and fed- 
eral health agencies would furnish the 
funds. The savings to the county would 
be from $50,000 to $60,000 a year. 


A victim of venereal disease, either 
from Fulton or from a county which has 
no treatment facilities, would be taken 
to the county health clinic in downtown 
Atlanta. There he would be given the 
first penicillin shot, which would render 
him noninfectious. 


Then he would be taken to the pro- 
posed center. 

For five days the patient would be 
housed there and brought into the clinic 
for successive treatments. The center 
would be under strict quarantine. 
There would be no danger to residents 
outside its limits. 


In the meeting Thursday two sites 
will be under consideration—the Ben 
Hill convict ‘camp and the Bellwood 
camp. If the Ben Hill camp is chosen, 
the convicts would be moved either to 
Bellwood or to the vacant Stonewall 
camp. Moving them to Bellwood would 
mean that for the first time the county 
convicts, now reduced in number, would 
be housed in one camp. 


This proposal for state and county 
co-operation in setting up a new VD 


center has.much to recommend it. 


First, venereal disease has not been 
licked by any means. It still occurs: 
it must be fought. 

In the second place, the facilities 
planned would offer opportunities for 
use of U. S. Public Health personnel 
for research and for education. Each 
patient treated would receive thorough 
instruction in the harmful effects of 
syphilis and in its prevention. 

Last, but not least in the eyes of the 
taxpayer, the plan would save Fulton 
County $50,000 to $60,000.

Schenectady Carrier 
Forced to the Wall 


An advertisement in Tuesday’s At- 
lanta Constitution advised that Sept. 9 
the 129 busses formerly the rolling stock 
of the Schenectady Railway Company 
will be sold at auction. 

The ad copy said further that until 
suspension of service in June, 1952, the 
Schenectady Railway Company pro- 
vided bus transportation for the entire 
city of Schenectady. And now the com- 
pany is bankrupt and must be sold out, 
franchise, shop and bus. 

We don’t know why the Schenectady 
Railway Company was forced into bank- 
ruptcy, but that it was is a warning. 
Transit companies can go broke. Serv- 
ice can be disrupted. (In the New York 
city area it has been restored through 
four separate companies. ) 

We don’t want that to happen in At- 
lanta. Surely no one wants the transit 
company here to go broke. Nor do we 
want a break in our vital transportation 
service. 

That is why many heads are at work 
and many brows are knit working out a 
plan by which the passenger gets a fair 
fare and the Atlanta Transit Co. can 
make a reasonable profit. 

The problem is going to take more 
time and more headwork. But it must 
be solved. The modern city cannot op- 
erate without a virile, efficient transit 
service, financially sound and physically 
able to carry the load.

Ike Learns 
About Politics 


NEW YORK-—In an atmosphere where he 
was clearly more comfortable and at home, 
among ex-soldiers like himself, Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower indulged in some confessions 
before the American Legion convention here 
that revealed a — deal about what has 

pues happened to him in his 
unaccustomed political 
role and about the Re- 
publican Party’s peculiar 
problems in this cam- 
paign. 

Plainly, he is not a 
happy man, but confused, 
uncertain and beset by 
inner turmoil as he deals 
with personalities and is- 
sues in a political aspect, 
so unlike any situations— 

and really vital ones—that he handled as a 
soldier and commander. He is now, as he 
said, a ‘“‘fellow veteran’’ in truth. 

He never had any thought, he goes on 
musingly, that when he left the Army he 
would go into politics. The furtherest thing 


from his mind seven years ago was a po- 
litical career. 


Yet, here he is, a full-blown 
candidate for president of the United States. 
Like all who succumb to that insidious 
temptation, he rationalizes a reason—his is 
the fear to which, he says, the nation today 
has become -a prey. 


Just now his particular and nagging 
worry iS a man named Joe McCarthy, U. S. 
Republican senator from Wisconsin. 
can imagine that the general would like to 
consign Joe McCarthy to what the Scriptures 
call ‘‘outer darkness.’”’ That surely is his 
honest impulse. But no—a political party 
demands compromises. Joe is a Repub- 
lican, after all. 


So he gets himself wound up in a lot of ° 


rhetoric trying to explain his position—not 
being for Joe’s tactics, and yet being for 
Joe as a Republican. 


General Eisenhower’s compromises in 
other directions also are coming back to 
haunt him, even before the campaign really 
gets under way. Such, for instance, as that 
with his Texas oilmen supporters on the 
so-called ‘‘tidelands oil’’ issue. 


His advocacy of turning these rich oil 
deposits over to the states, as the oilmen 
demand, stood out in sharp contrast when his 
Democratic opponent, Gov. Adlai Stevenson, 
politely but firmly told Gov. Allan Shivers of 
Texas that he could not go along with state 
control but abides by the Supreme Court’s 
decision for federal jurisdiction. The Illinois 
governor said, in effect, that if that’s the 
price of Texas—and maybe California and 
Louisiana—then take it and them. 


Republicans privately nourish hopes that 
this may mean at least Texas in the Re- 
publican column. But there’s a noticeable 
lack of gloating. It has had to gloat at the 
expense of a candidate for office who stands 
for a principle. Maybe, too, there’s a slight 
gnawing fear that perhaps the American 
people like a stand for principle—and any- 
how, maybe even the people of Texas are not 
really on fire about oil lands that belong to a 
few persons. 


That could be.

Those islands lie in the belt of the westerlies, 
against which the,ships of that time could 
not sail. Columbus and most of the trav- 
elers from southern Europe in the next 300 
years slowly made their way southward 
through the deadly calms of the ‘‘horse lati- 
tudes’’ to the Canary Islands, where they 
reached the edge of the tradewinds belt. 
From there they could sail with surprising 
rapidity across the Atlantic to the Caribbean 
or South America. 

The return voyage involved sailing north- 
ward to reach the westerlies, in some sea- 
sons as far north as New England or New- 
foundiand, and sailing back to Spain or 
Portugal, often by way of the Azores.

Longs for Peachtree and August Sun 


MANAOS—We pulled in to the dock at 
dusk and as I set foot on shore I felt a little 
thrill of happiness, for at last my work was 
done. From now on, all roads led toward 
home, and after nearly a hundred days 
away, I was ready. For 10 days, by airplane 
and by boat, I had prowled the Amazon and 
its tributaries for well over a_ thousand 
miles. 


I was glad I had seen the great river, 
had traveled upon it, had dipped my cup into 
it and drunk of it—a dangerous thing, I’m 
told, for they say that 
once you’ve drunk the red 
water you'll never be hap- 
py until you come back 
again. But. I didn’t feel 
that way. I'd seen all the 
Amazon I'd wanted to see 
for the rest of my life. 

What I wanted now was 

the sight of Peachtree 

Street with its asphalt 

steaming under an August 

sun. . 
You can’t come to Amazonia _ though, 
without seeing the fabulous opera house that 
was built here in Manaos, in the heart-of 
the jungle where the Amazon and the Rio 
Negro meet, in the days of the great rubber 
boom. Here in the heart of the wild, great 
orchestras played 50 years ago, and ballets 
from Paris danced, and men in evening 
dress and women in diamonds applauded 
from the boxes that were dressed out in 
gold. So I went and peered at the opera 
house, and found it remarkable that such a 
citadel of culture should have even- been 
built in so remote a spot, and then moved 
on hastily, to that other miraculous edifice 


that is the present boast of Manaos—the 


Hotel Amazonas, 


But that’s all there is to see, 
house and the hotel, and early the next 
morning I was on my way. The plane was 
an old Catalina of wartime days, an am- 
phibian that can land on either land or water,. 
noisy and uncomfortable, but perfect for the 
run down the great river, where every 
straight stretch can be a: landing field in 
case of trouble. So we took off and flew for 
an hour and put down on the river at a lit- 
tle town, watching nervously the great logs 
drifting half submerged beside us as we 
struck the water. 

And we took off again for another little 
town, and suddenly ahead. of us all the sky 
grew black, and lightning flashed in the 
dark clouds and the plane began to buck and 
plunge and rain beat upon us. So we turned 
and tried to get back to where we had just 
left. But the storm had beaten us there and 
we couldn’t land on the rolling water in the 
storm, so we lifted up again and headed back 
where we started from. 

So here I sit, five hours later, in the lit- 
tle airport in Manaos, while the great storm 
roars and rages. The Catalina is not going 
till tomorrow they tell me. But a land plane 
is here, and as soon as the first break comes 
in the rain and the thunder, we will take off, 
climbing above the storm if we can, if not,

The governor’s request to Cook 
for a ruling on advertising the 
amendments apparently was a 
move to avoid complications such 
as arose during the administra- 
tion of Acting Gov. M. E. Thomp- 
son. During the last year of Thomp- 
son’s term, constitutional amend- 
ments were advertised in counties 
not specifically affected by the 
amendments, and the courts held 
this advertising to be illegal. News- 
papers which published the adver- 
tisemenits could not be paid until 
special legislation was passed later 
authorizing payment.

*in excess of $85,000 annually” 
and yet is ‘“‘the only major agency 
in the county which is dispersing 
funds and for which there has 
been no audit prepared.’”’ 


The jury recommended that 
every person employed by the 
county and who drives a vehicle 
for the county, ‘‘particularly... 
in the case of school bus drivers 
and drivers of all county auto- 
mobiles and trucks,’’. should be 
covered by liability insurance. 


The county itself is not permit- 
ted under the state Constitution 
to carry such insurance, the jury 
explained.

The insurance should be carried 
by drivers even though “it may 
be necessary to take this into con- 
sideration in their rate of compen- 
sation.’’ 

L. W. Morris, foreman of the 
jury, explained that the jury 
meant that salaries of the drivers 
might have to be raised enough 
to take care of the insurance pre- 
miums the drivers themselves 
would have to pay. 

The jury recommended that the 
county tax investigator be trans- 
ferred to the office of the tax com- 
missioner. The investigator is now 
in the office of the tax assessors.

Good Figure 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

A fine figure at forty-plus 
hinges on a fair to middling 
waist. And it is certainly not out 
of reach at 40. If your weight 
is within normal range for your 
build and your waist measures 
seven inches less than the bust, 
that’s fair enough at 40. But 
if the difference is less, be- 
ware. 

One figure fault leads to an- 
other. The. muscles at the sides 
of the waist get flabby and si- 
multaneously fat collects amid- 
ships and then the hips spread. 

Stretching exercises bring the 
most diminishing returns for 
the effort since they reflexly 
contract the long muscles that 
run straight up and down the 
entire mid-section. Here we go. 


Position: Standing an inch’ or 
two from the wall, with the 
left side toward the. wall, arm 
raised and placed against wall.

Position: Standing’ erect, right 
arm stretched over head, left 
arm down at sides. Pull up 
snugly with the abdominal mus- 
cles.

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Average cost of hospital care has soared to $18.01 per 
day per patient—and there’s little chance of any reduction, 
Dr. Edwin L. Crosby of Chicago, president-elect of the 
American Hospital Association, said in Atlanta Tuesday. 


Dr. Crosby, former director of 
Johns Hopkins Hospital and now 
director of the Joint Commission 
of Accreditation of Hospitals, said 
main reasons for the increased 
cost of hospital care were: 


1. The high cost of living. 
2. Recent advances in medical 
science. 


LIVING COST STRESSED 


He stressed the high cost of liv- 
ing affects a hospital just as it 
does a household ‘‘because the pa- 
tient must be housed, fed, washed 
and given general care in addition 
to medical care.’’ 

He said all the new advances in 
medicine meant higher costs to the 
hospital because they entailed 
more laboratory work, more 
skilled professional employees and 
more expenditures for drugs and 
facilities. 


“A recent survey shows,” 
said, ‘‘that two-thirds of the drugs) 
used in hospitals today were not, 
_.._. known a decade ago.’ |
